And if the periſhing concerns 
of this life, make us regardleſs of a means 
ſo uſeful to diſpoſe and qualify: us for fo 
great a bleſſing, it is a ſign we have but 
litle affection to it in our hearts, and 
but a low degree of zeal, either for our 
own true happineſs, or chat of our chil- 
dren and domeſtics.

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But it will not be difficult to give a fa. 
anſwer to this objection, if 
there 4 but a willing mind to the duty, 
and an heart ſincerely diſpoſed to the 
worſhip of God, and truly deſirous that 

the members of the family ſhould be 
impreſſed with a ſerious ſenſe of e 
and another world. 

What is alledged i in the objeiftion may 
be very true, as to many ſincere and 
good chriſtians, that they have not the 

faculty of expreſſing their thoughts pro- 

perly, and in a ſuitable and becoming 


1 manner, as the mouth of a ſociety in 


prayer. This is a defect or imperfec- 
tion, which even ſome very intelligent 
: perſons may labour under. But this de- 
fect may, in ſome meaſure, be remedied 
by a little previous ſtudy and premedita- 
tion, which for other reaſons, as well as 
this, is very fit to be uſed before we ad- 


_ dreſs ourſelves to the great God, and that 


whether a perſon is to preſide in prayer, 
and lead the worſhip of a ſociety, or is 


| only to join with him who does fo : for 


we are not to ruſh into the preſence of 
Gd raſbly and inconſiderately, but we 
ſhould abe bes our thoughts, and conſi- 


der nn What we are going we 
tha 
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that we may compoſe our minds, and fix 
our attention, without which our devo- 
tion will be cold and languid, broken 
and interrupted, void of life and ſpirit, 
and little better than a mere lip-ſervice, 
unaccompanied with the heart and affec- 
tions; in which caſe it can neither be 
acceptable to God, nor Tung or: _ 
fitable to ourſelves. | 
But the true anſwer to this complaint 
is this, that the imperfection or defect 
complained of may be fupplied by the 
ule of good: forms prepared and compo- 
{ed before-hand, either by the perſon. 
himfelf, who is to officiate or by any 
others; a variety: of which are to be met 
with in books of devotion, compoſed 
for the uſe both of the cloſet and the fa- 
mily. Theſe may be eafily had, and 
uſed very profitably, only the perſon, who 
makes uſe of them, ſhould ſtudy to chuſe 4 
the beſt, for they are not equally good, 
and he ſhould make ſuch variations as. 
may be agreeable to his own judgment of 


things, and ſuitable to the circumſtances 5 


of his own familixyx. 

It is one of the unhappy tomfarnataces 
that have attended the diviſions among 
proteſtants in theſe kingdom. that the

ſpiſe all conceived prayer: and many 
of them, that if they have not their 


form, they cannot pray at all, or even 


1 judices, which ought not to be indulged, 


| © acceptably, and to edification, either the 
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contending parties have been apt to run 
into extremes: and hence it , hath come 
to paſs, that the too rigorous impoſition 
of a liturgy, or form of public worſhip, 
liable to exception in ſeveral inſtances, 
| hath begot in the minds of many ſerious 
well-meaning chriſtians, a diſlike to all 
forms of devotion in general. As, on 
the other hand, ſome ſerious well-mean- 
ing chriſtians have been ſo fond of a pub- 
lic liturgy and forms of prayer, as to de- 


have been ſo accuſtomed to them, and 
_ confined themſelves fo cloſely to the uſe 


join with thoſe who do not uſe it. 
Nov theſe are extremes on both ſides, 
and both are culpable, and they ariſe 

from groundleſs and unreaſonable pre- 


For religious worſhip may be performed 


one way, or the other. And as thoſe, 
Who can pray, with judgment and pro- 
priety, without the help of a ſtinted form, 
ſhould not be confined to it: ſo they, 
who cannot pray without one, or not fo 
well, ſhould not be hindered or diſcou- 
ä

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raged from the uſe. of a well compoſed | 
form. 


There is no need to meddle in this pre- 
face with the controverſy about the law - 


fulneſs or unlawfulneſs, the expediency : 


or inexpediency of forms of prayer, It 


is hoped and preſumed, that, in the pre- 


ſent age, there are not many who judge 
it unlawful to make uſe of, or join in, a 

well- compoſed form, when they are left 
to their own diſcretion in the choice and 


uſe of it; which is the caſe with reſpect 
to private perſons, and maſters of fami- 


lies, both in and out of the national eſta- 


bliſhment. And it may be preſumed, 


without diſreſpe&t to any particular per- 
ſons, that it would be more expedient 
for the generality of chriſtians, to make 
uſe of a good form, than truſt to their 


own abilities, or negle& the worſhip of 


God in their families altogether, The 


old puritans, (as they were formerly 


called) or proteſtant nonconformiſts in 
theſe kingdoms, not only allowed the 
lawfulneſs of praying by a form, but 

even the greater expediency of it in 
ſome caſes. Nor do the proteſtant diſ- 


ſenters, at this day, found their ſtated 


dillent from the worſhip of the eſtabliſh- 0

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ed church, merely upon the uſe of a 
liturgy: but their main objection, (ſo 
far, I mean, as relates to public worſhip, 
=” for what relates to church-government, 
and the authority of the clergy is of 
another conſideration) their main objec- 
tion, I ſay, is, that there are ſeveral paſ- 


ages in the liturgy of the church, which 


they cannot join in, and the uſe of it is 
| fo rigorouſly enjoined, that there is no 
| liberty to add, alter, or omit any thing, 
And it is well known, that the main 
body of the diſſenters in England, at the 
_ reſtoration of King Charles the Second, 


in the year 1660, would, for the fake of 
peace, have complied with the uſe of the 
pireſent liturgy, had it not been fo rigid- 
Iy impoſed, that not the leaſt word or 
ſentence was left to the diſcretion of the 
miniſter, which 1s too great an honour
